Mile Bend. 

The county commission has 
been petitioned by a night club 
owner near Belle Glade, but 
outside that municipality, to 
change its established hours of 
operation to conform with other 
Glades cities. 

‘The agreement in question— 
and which has apparently been 
tossed out the window by the 
communities of South Bay and 
Pahokee, calls for sale of liq- 
uor daily from 8 a. m. to mid- 
night; until 1 a. m. on Sunday 
and for bars to be closed the 
rest of the time on Sunday.

the county to follow the agree- 
ment in establishing hours out- 
side municipalities and under 
jurisdiction of the county. The 
commission adopted the resolu- 
tion, and since that time has 
been called on to defend the 
closing hours in court. 

In recent months, South Bay 
and Pahokee have changed their 
hours of operation to set a long- 
er day for sales and for Sunday 
sales in some areas. Belle Glade 
still sticks to the closing hours 
named in the original tri-city 
agreement. 

The county commission thẸ 
week refused to change its esta- 
hlished hours of operation un- 
til it hears directly from the 
towns of South Bay and Paho- 
kee what they. intend to do 
about the 1952 resolution which 
they asked the county to adopt. 

Meantime a storm of protest 
over a change in operating 
hours has blown up in Belle 
Glade and a sheaf of letters to 
this effect were filed with the 
commission this week. Groups 
registering protests with the 
commission included the Belle 
Glade City Commission, Com- 
munity Christian Church, Flor- 
ida Christian Ministry to Mig- 
rants, Brotherhood of the First 
Baptist Church, the Belle Glade 
Inter-Racial Council and the 
Belle Glade Negro Civic Lea- 
gye. 

Commissioner Paul Rardin, 
Canal Point, at one point in the 
discussion attempted to resolve 
the question by moving that the 
request for a change in hours 
be denied. His motion died for 
lank of a second. 

TomJohnson, attorney for the 
Palm Club, said his client was 
being forced out of business be- 
cause of the so-called ineauity 
of operating hours. The club he 
said, is foreed to closed at mid- 
night and the customers go else- 
where to driñk . 

At another point in the dis- 
cussion, Rardin hotly denied 
that most of the Glades resi- 
dents are drinking people. He 
was upheld in his opinion by 
Sarah Lee Creech, a Glades 
leader against the move to 
change the hours. 

Johnson said most of the op- 
position against the proposed 
change is coming from “church 
people who are against the con- 
sumption of alcohol.” 

County Commission E. F. Van 
Kessell said it seemed the 
Glades cities had seen fit to 
break the 1952 agreement and 
now it seemed the fair thing to 
do was to again try to bring

100 Years Have Past Since : .. 


HARPERS FERRY BURNED 


This week 100 years ago was 
a bad one for the Confederacy. 
Federal troops occupied Jef- 
ferson City, capital of Missouri, 
and defeated state troops at 
Boonville. And Confederate 
troops under General Joseph 
E. Johnston set fire to the ar- 
senal at Harpers Ferry in north- 
ern Virginia and withdrew leav- 
ing it to the Yankees. 

The conflict between state 
and federal governments in 
Missouri erupted again June 
11th, when Governor Claiborne 
Jackson and his military com- 
mander, General Sterling Price, 
conferred at St. Louis with 
Nathaniel Lyon, former com- 
mander of the St. Louis arsenal 
who had just been promoted to 
brigadier general. 

The meeting was futile. It 
broke up after four hours with 
Jackson's refusal to allow feder- 
al troops free movement in his 
state, Lyons’ insistence on that 
very thing. The result amount- 


ed to a mutual declaration of |j 


war. 

Jackson and Price 
back to Springfield that night 
and by mornipg had called for 
50,000 troops to répel “invas- 
ion” by the federal troops. Next 
day, Missouri government, with 
a rapidly forming army of vol- 
unteers, withdrew to Boonville, 
50 miles up the Missouri River, 
and set up their defense. 


Lyon Moves Out 

Lyon, meanwhile began mov- 
ing 2,000 troops and artillery by 
steamer toward Jefferson City. 
Arriving on the 15th, they oc- 
cupied the city and raised their 
flag over the state capitol. 

From there, Lyon again push- 
ed westward on the river and 
landed his men unopposed on 
the 17th four miles south of 
Boonville. There he met Jack- 
son’s troops in a sharp fight and 
drove them from the town. 
Though casualties were small 
on both sides, the fight left 
nearly all of Missouri in feder- 
al hands and drove Jackson 
and his government into refuge 
in the southwestern corner of 
the state. 


Johnston’s Withdrawal 
Meanwhile, back east, John- 


ston had been watching with [` 


trepidation the advance of a 
federal column under General 
Robert Patterson from Cham- 
bersburg, Pa. south toward 
‘Harpers Ferry, and each day 
feats grew. The Unign vic- 
ry at Philippi had alarmed 
him to some extent, and almost 
daily there were demonstrations 
against his men, (Part of his 
fear was based on a June 13 
raid against Confederates at 
nearby Romney - a raid led by 
Colonel Lew Wallace, who was 
to go down in history as the 
author of “Ben Hur)” 

Having completed the job of 
moving usable firearms 
equipment from Harpers Fer- 
ty, Johnston finally resolv: 
to leave the position which “it 
perfectly suited the enemy's 
views” to have him occupy. On 
June 14, 15 and 16, he blew 
up the town’s long railroad 
bridge over the Potomac, set

After having (1) examined this 
data contained in Section H of 
the Evaluative Criteria and 
their report-on needs, (2) made 
surveys and inspections, and (3) 
reviewed and discussed the 
school plant and ground facili- 
ties with the administration, fa- 
culty and student body, | the 
Visiting Committee has classif- 
ied thes needs into two areas - 
veneral and departmental. The 
ve~eral needs are listed in order 
of relative importance; the dee 
partment needs have been aj- 
phabetized. 
Building Repairs and 
Maintenance 

The Visiting Committee esp- 
ecially commends the adminis- 
tration, faculty, students and 
custodian staff on the neatness 
and .genera) appearance of the 


grounds have cer- 
tainly not been abused by use. 

Surveys including cost stud- 
ies concerning school plant and 
strongly recommended to pro- 
vide a safe and healthful en- 
vironment. Three programs are 
recommended: 

(a) A program of building re- 
pair due principally to termite 
infestation and wood rot. 

(b) A program of building 
preventative maintenance which 
will include standardized met- 
hods and procedures for inspec- 
tions and follow-up and con- 
sequently minimize building 
repair and- maintenance costs 
over the years. 

(c) A program to review ex- 
isting plant and rround polic- 
ies and procedures controlling 
them.
